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Continuation of 3. NOTE: According to applicant's remarks, applicant argues that the 112 rejection should be withdrawn. However, as 
previously stated, the structure of the system is confusing because it states that the encrypted content key Is decryptable by using a first 
decryption key while the first decryption process unit is also able to decrypt the encrypted content key using the session key.
